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SUBJECT: JUNE 17 PRESS ROUNDUP 

1 . HENRY L. TREWHITT OF BALTIMORE SUN, ACCOMPANYING 
SECRETARY VANCE ON VISIT TO GRENADA, SAID VANCE, AT NEWS 
CONFERENCE, STATED SOVIET-AMERICAN RELATIONS WILL CONTINUE 
ON "SAME COURSE" - WHICH HE ACKNOWLEDGED WAS TROUBLED - 
WITH ELEVATION OF BREZHNEV TO SOVIET PRESIDENCY. VANCE, 

ACCORDING TO TREWHITT, EXPRESSED HOPE THAT "GENERAL 
ATMOSPHERE WILL IMPROVE," BUT SECRETARY CITED NO AREAS OF 
SPECIAL HOPE FOR SHORT RUN. VANCE REPORTEDLY HAD "NO IDEA" 

WHETHER NEW SALT TREATY CAN BE COMPLETED BY OCT. 3. VANCE 
SAID "PRESENT CLIMATE" IN CONGRESS PREVENTS U.S. FROM 
GRANTING FAVORED TRADING STATUS TO SOVIET UNION. REGARDING 
SALT, VANCE SAID U.S. REFUSES TO NEGOTIATE "UNDER PRESSURE 

OF A DEADLINE." INSTEAD, VANCE SAID, U.S. WOULD PREFER 
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TEMPORARY ARRANGEMENTS - SUCH AS OBSERVANCE OF EXPIRED 
TREATY - IN INTEREST OF "FAIR AGREEMENT WHICH WOULD NOT BE 
QUESTIONED LATER." 

2. FOLLOWING ITEMS GLEANED FROM SPECIAL WEEKLY REPORT FROM 
WALL STREET JOURNAL'S CAPITAL BUREAU: "U.S. ANALYSTS FEAR 
RELATIONS WITH MOSCOW MAY WORSEN SERIOUSLY. BREZHNEV WARNS 
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IDEOLOGICAL STRUGGLE' COULD LEAD TO 'CATASTROPHE.' IF 
NASTY MOOD UPSETS SALT NEGOTIATIONS. WASHINGTON WILL 
CONSIDER BOOSTING PENTAGON BUDGET. SOME WORRIERS THINK 
CARTER-BREZHNEV SUMMIT MAY BE NEEDED TO REVIVE DETENTE.... 
CARTER WILL FIND IT EVEN TOUGHER, IF CURRENT TENSIONS PER- 
SIST, TO SELL CONGRESS ON SALT TREATY AND TRADE CONCESSIONS 
TO RUSSIA." 

3. BALTIMORE SUN PUBLISHED AP DISPATCH REPORTING THAT 
GOVERNMENT ACCOUNTING OFFICE HAD RELEASED REPORT CRITICAL 
OF ERDA AND NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION. DISPATCH SAID 
ALTHOUGH CARTER'S ENERGY PLAN CALLS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF 
HUNDREDS OF NUCLEAR REACTORS BY YEAR 2000, FEDERAL GOVERN- 
MENT IS DOING LITTLE OR NOTHING TO PREPARE FOR DANGEROUS 
AND EXPENSIVE JOB OF SHUTTING DOWN PLANTS ONCE THEY ARE 
OBSOLETE, GAO AUDITORS CONCLUDED. 

4. LOUISVILLE JOURNAL REPORTED ON RECENT FOUR-DAY SEMINAR 
IN WASHINGTON ON FOREIGN AND DEFENSE POLICY CONDUCTED 0Y 
WASHINGTON JOURNALISM CENTER. "WHAT WE HEARD WAS GOOD AND 
BAD," JOURNAL CORRESPONDENT SAID, "GOOD IN SENSE THAT, 

YES, U.S. IS NOT NO. 2 MILITARILY BUT BAD FROM STANDPOINT 
THAT T;ERE REALLY IS NO NO. 2. THERE ARE U.S. AND RUSSIA, 

THEN ALL REST. ON THAT POINT, SENATOR CHURCH WAS POSITIVE. 
'WE'VE ALWAYS LIVED WITH ASSUMPTION THAT MORE ARMS MEANS
